INCIDENT MANAGEMENT SITUATION REPORT
SUNDAY, MAY 7, 2006 — 1000 MDT
NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 2

CURRENT SITUATION:

Initial attack activity was light nationally with 52 new fires reported. Two new large fires (*) were
reported, one each in the Southern and Eastern Areas. One large fire was contained in the
Southwest Area. Very high to extreme fire indices were reported in Arizona, New Mexico, Kansas,
Pennsylvania, and Texas.

SOUTHERN AREA INCIDENTS/LARGE FIRES:

CARDINAL, George Washington & Jefferson National Forests. A transfer of command from a
Type 1 Incident Management Team (Custer) back to the local unit will occur tomorrow. This fire is
five miles south of Luray, VA in hardwood litter. Precipitation in the afternoon moderated fire
activity. Burn out operations were completed.

ARECA, Florida Division of Forestry. A Florida State Type 2 Incident Management Team (Jones)
has been ordered. This fire, formerly named Acera, started on Fish and Wildlife Service land six
miles northwest of Sharpes, FL in southern rough. Increased temperature and low relative
humidity are hampering containment efforts. Smokey conditions on Interstate 95 and state road
528 is a concern. Increased fire behavior with spotting was reported.

TOSOHATCHEE, Florida Division of Forestry. This fire is six miles southwest of Titusville, FL in
timber and grass. Rapid rates of spread were reported.

WEST TEXAS IA, Texas Forest Service. A Texas State Type 2 Team (Rogers) is assigned in
Midland, TX. The Team is assisting local jurisdictions with managing initial and extended attack
fires within the 140 million acre fire management response area. One new fire was reported in the
management area. Acres, structure losses and costs represent cumulative fire activity for the
response area.

CORBETT TRAIL, Florida Division of Forestry. This fire is four miles south of Indiantown, FL in
grass. No new information was reported.

EASTERN AREA INCIDENTS/LARGE FIRES:

Bear Trap, Pennsylvania Division of Forest Fire Protection. This fire is four miles northeast of
Keating, PA in hardwood litter. Steep terrain and very dry fuel conditions are hampering
containment efforts. Air support is being hindered by heavy smoke. Four foot flame lengths with
short uphill runs and flare-ups in heavier fuels were reported. Burn out operations are ongoing.
